You are hereby notified to meet at Odd Fellows’ Hall in said town’ 
on Tuesday, the Fourteenth day of March, next, at nine of the clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose three Selectmen, Town Treasurer and Town Clerk. 

2. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and Board of Se- 
lectmen to the Town Auditors; the reports of the Auditors, Agents, 
Committees or other officers heretofore chosen or appointed, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

3. To choose a Collector of Taxes, and other necessary town offi- 
cers and agents for the year ensuing. 

4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for paying 
town debts and defraying the interest thereon, and for other necessary 
charges arising in said town, for laying out and repairing highways, 
sidewalks, building and repairing bridges, for the maintenance of the 
poor, to establish and maintain public libraries, cemeteries, parks or 
commons, and to improve the same.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN, 


The Selectmen herewith present their annual report for 
the year ending March 1, 1893. The town treasurer has re- 
ceived from different sources $27,962.22, and paid out by or- 
ders, the amount of $27,306.87; leaving in the town treasury’ 
$655.35. The present town debt is $917.22, a reduction of 
$225.19 as per report of last year. The town has received by 
the will of the late Maria Travis, one hundred dollars, the in- 
terest to be appropriated in keeping in repair for all time the 
burial lot of her late father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. Jonas 
Baldwin. 


HIGHWAYS. 


The town appropriated by vote at its last annual meeting 
the sum of $3,062.68 to keep in repair its highways and bridg- 
es, and has expended $3,058.52. The past summer we had 
several showers and hard rains that washed the roads badly, 
but we think the main roads and streets in the village are in 
better condition than ever before. Special attention should be 
given the coming year to repairing the cross roads and bridges, 
as they are not in as good repair as they should be, and we 
would suggest a special appropriation to be used especially for 
this purpose. The amount expended upon our highways is less 
than any other town in the state, according to the valuation 
and mileage, and we think our roads will compare favorably 
with any in the county. It is impossible to adjust all matters 
so that each and every tax payer and every section of the town 
shall receive exact justice. During the past season we have © 
placed two large iron drinking fountains for horses, one at the 
corner of Mill and Bridge streets, and one between the Bridge 
and Lower Village. 
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NEW STREETS. 


We have been called upon to build several new streets the 
past year at a cost of $2,234.96, including the land damages. 
Park street is not completed, and will require about five hun- 
dred dollars to finish it. An extension of Church street has been 
laid out by the Selectmen, and it will be necessary to build the 
same as early as possible; this will not be an expensive street 
to build. The town at its last annual meeting instructed the 
Selectmen to survey and establish the highway lines wherever 
needed. We have established the lines and have had plans 
made of Depot, Jackson, Cross, Henniker, River and Bridge 
streets, from the Public Square to the river, Main street and 
School street to Pleasant street. On the two last named streets 
parties have appealed from our decision and it will require the 
services of the County Commissioners to establish them. In 
laying out the Public Square we purchased the land in front of 
J.H T Newell’s block at a cost of $300 00, and think it 
money well invested. We think it is very important to know 
where the street lines are, and we trust the incoming board will 
establish the lines on the few remaining streets that time did | 
not allow us to do. 

SIDEWALKS. 

There were appropriated $1,000.00 for sidewalks, and we 
have expended $809.44. We have laid seven hundred feet in 
length and five feet in width, of concrete walk and over one- 
half mile of plank sidewalk the past season. We also made a 
contract with the Berlin Bridge Company to place an iron side- 
walk on the outside of the stone bridge. to be finished on or 
before November 1, 1892, at a cost of about $1,000.00, com- 
completed. Owing to delays on their part, the iron for the 
bridge did not arrive until it was too late to put it in position 
last fall, and it will be built as soon as possible the present 
Spring. This will greatly add to the safety and accommoda- 
tion of the public. 

TOWN FARM. 


On Saturday evening, January 21st, the house at the town 
farm was destroyed by fire, upon which there was an insurance 
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of $900.00. The inmates were all safely removed; clothes, 
furniture and provisions were destroyed to the value of over $500. 
with no insurance. The town will, no doubt, at its annual 
meeting either vote to sell the present farm, or rebuild. If the 
town sees fit to keep a town farm would it not be well to take 
jnto consideration the expense of carrying on so large a farm? 
And would it not be to the best interest of the town in the fu- 
ture to sell the present farm and purchase a smaller one bet- 
ter adapted to the wants of the town? | 


TOWN RECORDS. 


We wish to call your attention to the condition of the town 
records. ‘They are so situated that in case of fire they would 
be totally destroyed. They are packed away in old chests and 
boxes, and if the town wishes to retain these old books and 
papers steps must he taken to prevent their destruction ; as they 
are now situated they are of very little value to the town for 
reference, although Chapter 43, Section 43 of the Public Stat- 
utes gives the Selectmen authority to file and arrange in an or- 
derly manner all documents of the town and secure  fire-proof 
safes for the same. The present Selectmen’s room is too 
small and not properly arranged for preserving the records. 
The town clerk and treasurer have no place suitable to keep 
their books or papers. The present room where the Public Li- 
brary is located is too small and larger accommodations will 
have to be furnished soon, and some convenient place will have 
to be secured for a Police Court room. We trust the town will 
take some action in these matters. We wish to thank all other 
town officers and agents for their cordial co-operation with us 
in the transaction of all town business during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH, 


To the Selectmen of Hillsborough : 


The Board of Health met June 17, 1892, and organized 
by choosing Marcellus H. Felt chairman and Frank F. Good- 
win secretary. 

A form of complaint was adopted, to be signed by the 
complainant, and upon these the board has acted, aud in all 
instances where complaint was made satisfaction to all 
parties converned has been obtained. 

At an adjourned meeting of the Hillsborough Bridge Fire 
Precinct, Sept. 7, 1892, an appropriation was made, upon 
which a system of sewerage was started and extended from 
the Contoocook river to the outlet of D. Whiting & Son’s sew- 
er. This furnished relief for one of the worst dangers that 
came to our notice. But we believe the system should be ex- 
tended through the entire village, and we earnestly hope that 
the work so successfully started will be pushed to completion 
the coming season. 

Of the diseases required to be reported to the Board of 
Health there occurred scarlet fever one, diphtheria one, ty- 
phoid fever one, none of which proved fatal, or to be communi- 
cated to others.

SPECIAL SCHOOL DISTRICT, HILLSBOROUGH BRIDGE. 


Very little information concerning our Schools, not found 
in the Statistical table or Treasurer’s report need or can be 
given. We believe that in all the departments the standard of 
improvement heretofore established has been maintained and 
hope some improvement over previous years has been made, 
but of this people interested can better judge and be convinced 
by frequent or at least occasional visits to the school-room than 
by reading the report of the Board of Education. 

A severe epidemic of measles prevailing during the winter 
ter term, it was deemed advisable to suspend the schools for 
two weeks, but the average attendance has been, all through 
the term, considerably lessened on this account. 

There has been for several years a steady increase of pu- 
pils, until, in the last vear it became an imperative necessity to | 
establish another department, the Second Primary, with be- 
tween forty and fifty scholars. Accommodations(?) were pro- 
vided, at very little expense, for this department by taking the 
old furniture once condemned as unfit for use and placing it in 
the ‘‘cock loft” of the school-house, which gave the necessary 
room. but altogether unfit and unsafe for the little pupils. 
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Ten years ago when the present school building was 
planned and erected, much comment was made upon the ex- 
travagant size and corresponding cost, but time has demon- 
strated the shortsightedness of these criticisms, as beyond all 
question an addition to the present house or a new one must in 
the near future be provided. A plan contemplated when the 
present building was erected will, when the precinct system of 
sewerage has beeu extended to Post oftice square, be quite feas- 
ible, for by removing the outbuildings and providing similar 
accommodations in the basement connected with the sewer al- 
ready in position, the rear projection can be extended and ad- 
ditional rooms suitable for school or recitation purposes be pro- 
vided at no unreasonable outlay. 

The $200 appropriated last year to purchase philosophical 
apparatus has been expended for that purpose, and with the 
income of the Marion A. Moore fund a set of People’s Ency- 
clopedias has been purchased for the use of the high school, 
and here we are pleased to announce that after some discussion 
and considerable delay, the board of education has ordered a 
picture of Miss Moore to be made and placed, in memoriam of . 
her devotion and generosity, in the school building, at an early 
day.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


The schools of the town are in good condition. The teach- 
ers have labored zealously for the good of the schools. They 
have endeavored to teach the pupils in a thorough manner, and 
the school board have sustained them, and we contend that 
any other method of teaching is a damage to the scholars. It 
is better for the scholars to learn a little and learn it thoroughly 
than to make rapid progress and know little of what they have 
studied. 

With very few exceptions a pleasant relationship has ex- 
isted between pupils and teachers, and where any unpleasant- 
ness has occurred, we believe the cause has peen with the par- 
ents rather than the pupils. Asa rule, the disturbances in our 
conntry schools are not caused by the pupils or teachers, but 
by those outside of the school. We do not claim, however, 
that teachers are perfect in judgment. Speaking from experi- 
ence, we know they are not, and they always need the assist- 
auce of parents to make the school a success. 

The order in the schools has been good; without order 
progress must be slow and the school worthless. When a _ par- 
ent sends a child to school, the authority to guvern the child 
goes with the child, and the teacher has the same authority to 
correct him for wrong-doing that the parents would have over 
him at home. 

In a town where the families are scattered as here, the 
question of many small schools, or of as few as is practical 
with distance to overcome, will continually confront us. There 
is but little differeace in the expense of supporting a small 
school or one of reasonable size. The incidental expenses 
would be about the same in either case. Teachers of ability 
command about the same price whether there be in the school 
five or twenty pupils. 
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Therefore, if we have many small schools, one of three 
things is inevitabie—either the school tund must be increased, 
or the amount of schooling cut down, or cheap, incompetent 
teaceers must be emploved. 

In a conversation with the State Superintendent rate 
he said that the object of the new school law was to reduce. the 
schools in a town to the proper number, to divide the scholars 
as evenly as might be among the schools, to assist those living 
remotely in getting to school, and to abolish all district lines, 
so that children might attend wherever was mest desirable. 
We have been impressed with the fact that we have a fine set 
of children in our schools at the present time. 

We feel under a moral obligation to remark that there is 
altogether too much indifference on the part of some of the 
parents in Division 17, as to regular and punctual attendance 
of their children when the school is in session. The following 
report is taken from the school register of the past year, and 
shows the number of days some of the pupils were absent, out 
of a possible term of 50 days.

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Mr. Woods’ children are excusable in part, on account of 
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sickness, as reported to us by the teacher. It is the duty of 
parents to look well to the education of their children. An 
hour or two cannot be more profitably spent than with your 
children in the schoolroom. 

Your interest would encourave them to be more punctual, 
and they would strive to attain a higher rank and a better rec- 
ord. It is a deplorable fact that some scholars absent them- 
selves day after day for no reason except that thev do not care 
to attend school and so stay away. If such scholars have not 
made an advancement it is not because the teacher has failed 
in her duty. 

Irregular attendance of pupils is a great evil everywhere, 
as is shown by the legislation on the subject An enlightened 
public opinion is the best remedy. When parents and others 
can be brought to recognize, first, the prime necessity to all of 
a common school education and second, the fact that it is just 
as necessary for a successful scholar to attend regularly to his 
business, as for a successful merchant or banker to his—then, 
and perhaps not until then, will this evil disappear. Chapter 
93 of the revised Public Statutes requires that every child be- 
tween the ages of eight and sixteen years, unless excused by 
the school board. shall attend school each year. twelve weeks, 
‘six weeks at least of which shall be consecutive,” and pro- 
vides suitable penalties for neglect of the requirement. Chap- 
ter 93 also gives the district power to make by-laws concerning 
truants, and Chapter 92 authorizes the school board to appoint 
truant officers, who ‘‘shall, under the direction of the school 
board, enforce the laws and regulations relating to truants and 
children between the ages of six aud sixteen years.”’ Let us do 
all in our power to give them such religious, moral, and intel- 
lectual training that when grown up to take our places, Hills- 
borough shall retain in the future, as in the past, its good name 
for the intelligence and worth of its citizens.
